MILLIONS STARVING IN CENTRAL 
CHINA CAUSED BY FLOODS 


(Continued from Page One.) 
portunity. to return to their homes. 
They cbrought with them fn their 


flight small stocks of rice, but in the 
weeks Of waiting tis has been ex- 
hausted and now (hey are eating any- 
thing that holds any nourishment, On 
the hillsides, they ave digging into the 
sround with their bare fingers to get 
roots of weeds and grass and some 
have mixed clay wilh theie rice in or- 
der {o give it more bulk. In Anhui 
province the refugees have overrun 
the wheat fields which were recently 
harvested and are gleaning the stubble 
ot every grain which was left by the 
harvesters. Those who have been able 
to reach the jarger cities are offering 
their children for sale, many little 
girls being solid for a few dollars und 
the boys for a slightiy lavger amount. 
In the smallee villages whieh have 
been cut off from any food supply for 
weeks cannibalism is the depth to 
whieh starvation has drivgn the flood 
victiins. Many parents have caten 
their own childrei. 

Ordinary flood statistics are insigni- 
ficant du comparison to those which 
are necessary iu enumerating the ex- 
tent of this flood. For a thousand 
miles the Yangtsé ig a vast inland sea, 
ils former course serving only as ua 
ehannel in the stream which stretches 
away fo the horizon or the hills -on 
either side. For two hundred miles 
io the north of the Yangtse the Wan 
is out of its banks anc south of Han- 
kow,. “ung Ting Juke is so far out of 
its banks that it- has flooded- villages 
fifty miles inland. In one village six 


hundred were drowned, in another 
three hundred. At least ten thousand 
were drowned iu the villages and 


An area of a hundred 
thousand square miles, as large as a 
Buropean country is under water, tts 
crops ruined, and its population honte- 
less. As to the number which are 
starving, two millions gs a conserva- 
tive estimate, the most conservative 
of any which have been made. After 
a three weeks trip through the flooded 
region, it ig my opinion that the num - 
ber will excced 2,500,000. Ino Anhui 
province alone the homeless number 
a halfniien, In Tung Wing Jake re- 
gion there is an equal number of these 
lwo sections cover only a@ small part of 
the vast area of the flood.
